Although Truman was expected 
to sign the measure to prevent 
complete collapse of the controls 
program, it represents a sharp 
set-back for his administration.

OPS RUSHES PRICE ROLLBACK 


| OF SCRAP, SECONDARY LEAD 


WASHINGTON, June 30 (UP)— 
The Government yesterday rushed 
through an order rolling back 
prices of scrap and secondary lead 
—which makes up half the coun- 
try’s lead supply—before its roll- 
back authority runs out. 

The order, issued by the Of- 
fice of Price Stabilization, is ef- 
fective immediately. It rolls the 
price of top-grade secondary lead, 
which is made out of scrap lead, 
from 21 cents a pound to 17 cents 
a pound, which is about the same 
price as primary lead. 

Scrap lead and other grades 
of secondary lead are ordered 
rolled back to proportionally low- 
er levels.

Without doubt some 
exception should be made for those 
combat veterans of World War II who 
were recalled to active duty; I refer, of 
course, to the ihactive reservists. 
My husband's case is a typical ex- 
ample.’ He is a combat veteran of 
World War II, who, like many others, 
enlisted in the inactive reserve with 

understanding that he would be 
ealled only in the event of an all-out 
war. 

Last year he planned to take advan- 
tage of his G.I. educational benefit. 
However, his plans were interrupted 
by a eali to active duty. 

Therefore, through no fault of his 

own, he is not now enrolled before the 
expiration date. Certainly he, and 
others like him, are even more deserv- 
ing since they are serving their coun- 
try for the-second time. 
When our inactive reserves asked for 
an explanation, our master minds in 
Washington came up with the excuse 
that the two states of emergency de- 
clared by the late President Roosevelt 
in 1939 and 1940 have never been de- 
clared over. 


In other words, my husband has just 


had an extra long leave since 1946. 
Following this line of reasoning, then 
the G. I. educational benefits should 
certainly be extended for those who 
have served so long and so well; espe- 
cially since many would now be attend- 
ing school if their plans were not 
thwarted by the Korean “police action.”

Yes, Virginia, It's Double-talk 

A reader of ours, whom we shall call Vir- 
ginia, wrote to her Congressman, Representative 
Thomas B. Curtis of the Twelfth district (St. 
Louis county and South St. Louis), urging sup- 
port of price and rent control, She got back a 
letter from tiie Congressman in which he said: 


I have stated on many occasions that I 
favor continuation of controls, including 
credit controls, provided they are made on 
across the board basis with no important 
exceptions. Selective controls cannot suc- 
ceed, nor can any control system succeed 
unless the Administration is forced to 
change its inflationary fiscal policies. 


Excessive federal expenditures, deficit 
financing and high public debt are perhaps 
the principal causes of inflationary pres- 
sures today. If these can be eliminated and 
a firm control program developed, I think 
there is a good chance of halting the price 
rises now being experienced. 

Well, Virginia asks, if a Congressman really 
favered price controls would he resort to all 
this verbosity to explain his position? She notes 
that Rep. Curtis carefully refrains from even 
mentioning rent control. She asks: “Isn't this 
an outstanding example of doubletalk, evasion 
and partisanship?” 

Yes, Virginia, we are afraid it is. To under- 
stand just how outstanding and how double, one 
need only look at Representative Curtis’s words 
about deficit financing as a principal cause of 
inflationary pressure. 

The day after Representative Curtis wrote 
this letter, he went on the House floor and 
voted against the $7,200,000,000 tax bill. It is a 
good rule of thumb, Virginia, to consider that 
any Congressman who talks against deficits, 
and votes against taxes calculated to reduce 
deficits, is engaging in “doubletalk, evasion and 
partisanship,”

There seems to be some confusion about

Mayer has been 

around the movie 

business for almost 

half a century, though his appearance and the 

volume of his work helies the fact. When he 

started, as a nickelodeon distributor, Thomas A. 

Edison was still kicking himself for refusing to 

spend $150 for European patents he needed to 

make his invention, the kinetoscope, first practical 
movie camera, work properly.

EDISON LOST OUT just after the birth of 
movies, though he built the first studio (at a cost 
of $150) at West Orange, N. J., and had hired the 
first movie actor, an Edison mechanic named 
Fred Ott. 

The first films were little more than peep shows. 
Bearing such titles as “Passion Dance,” “The 
Pretty Stenographer, or Caught in the Act,” and 
“How Bridget Served the Salad, Undressed.” 
Standard pay for actors and actresses was $5 a 
day, and they were expected to double as carpen- 
ters, prop men and scenery painters. Most of them 
demanded that their names be omitted from the 
billing, for the work was considered degrading. 

The first movie with a plot was “The Great 
Train Robbery,” produced in 1903 in Jersey, and it 
produced the first movie star, G. M. (Bronco Billy) 
Anderson—who played the passenger who got shot, 
the bandit who shot him, and a locomotive en- 


gineer. 
* x * 


MAYER BROKE IN, in a harried day, when 
directors sometimes carried guns to protect their 
equipment and plots from attacks by rivals. Ex- 
posed film was spirited out of studios on so many 
occasions, and sold to other companies, that Vita- 
graph would place the letter V“ prominently in 
almost every scene—even on the head-board of 
Juliet's bed in an early and horrific “Romeo and 
Juliet.“ 

A momentous milestone was reached in 1909 
when Ford Sterling, a member of the Keystone 
‘cops, hurled the first pie in movie history. About 
1912 Mack Sennett discovered the bathing beauty, 
another titanic event, and about the same time 
an adventurer named Al Christie discovered Holly- 
wood. When Cecil De Mille followed him there 
and made “The Squaw Man,” no one thereafter 
questioned its claim to being the movie capital of 
the world. 

* * * 


THE MOVIE that lifted the film industry out 
of the nickel class, and brought it forever out of 
the rented store, was D. W. Griffith's Birth of a 
Nation,” released in 1915. In many cities where 
the film was shown, ticket prices jumped from a 
nickel and a dime to $2. 

Mayer, who was to spend some untold numbers 
of millions of dollars an films, was a seasoned 
hand at the time Griffith made the first million- 
dollar film, “Intolerance.” Before “Intolerance” 
was. cut it ran 22 hours. One of its more obscure 
players was Douglas Fairbanks, whom Griffith 
advised to become a Keystone cop because he was 
“too athletic.” 

Fairbanks stuck around the film industry, but 
not as a slapstick cop. Another actor who quit the 
industry about that same time—a man named 
David Bronstein, who had appeared in Vitagraph’s 
“Battle Cry of Peace“ —went on to other things 
under his better-known name, Leon Trotsky.

THE BIG PAY came in about 1916. Charlie 
% Chaplin, unknown a few yaers before, signed a 
contract calling for $700,000 a year. Mary Pickford, 
who worked for Biograph on Fourteenth street in 
New York for $5 a day, signed a two-year contract 
with Famous Players for $1,040,000. 

The epics took over in the 208 along with the 
sultry Valentino, Swanson and Bow. The coming 
of sound cleaned house, but greater stars appeared, 
and greater pictures. L. B. Mayer, who has been 
so much a part of the picture almost from the 
start, sees no reason to fear that television will 
eurdle the business he has graced for so long.

Declarer, who had 
been gazing unhappily at dummy’s 
beautiful diamonds, which h 
own blank ace“ blocked, played 
low on the second club lead as he 
had on the first, hoping to win 
with dummy’s jack, West, how- 
ever, took the trick with th 
queen and continyed the suit, 
knocking out South's king. 

South now cashed the diamond 
ace and, trying “strategy,” laid 
down the heart queen, hoping that 
East had the king and would ac- 
cept it, thus making the heart 
jack good for an entry. East was 
having none of that, however; he 
held up the king, and now, no 
matter how declarer maneuvered, 
he could win only eight tricks. 

North-South then launched into 
the foresaid bidding argument, 
which was natural enough con- 
sidering that a slam could have 
been made in diamonds by virtue 
of the heart finesse. 

It would be unprofitable to re- 
port all the suggestions made by 
North and South relative to what 
the other should have bid; the 
more pertinent issue is that South 
was actually playing a three-no- 
trump contract and should have 
made it! He should have been 
very happy at the opportunity to 
unblock’ his own club king on 
East’s ace! This would assure him 
of an entry to dummy, and even 
though he could not unblock the 
diamond suit, he could take the 
heart finesse and, by winning it, 
collect five heart tricks to round 
out the contract.
